William Rockefeller had been in 


ill health for many years. The state 
of his health, in fact, and his where- 
abouts, became a matter of intense 
public curiosity in 1912-13 when the 
Congressional 
committee investi- 


gating the "money trust" desired 
him as a witness. He 'could not be 
found. 
For months the sergeant- 


iit-arms of the House of Represen- 
tatives 
led a search 
which was 


fruitless. 


When attorneys representing him 


finally capitulated 'by accepting the 
subpoena for him, it was disclosed 
that he was in his Soutl.ern cottage 
on Jekyl Island, near Brunswick, 
Ga., but his physicians emphatical- 
ly maintained that to ask Mr. Rocke- 
feller to answer questions on a wit- 
ness stand was to invite his death. 
He was subject to sv:h spasms of 
coughing, that speech above a whis- 
per was likely to strangle him. 


The Pujo committee, still deter- 


mined to -,;et his testimony concern- 
ing an alleged manir,ulatioa of the 
copper market with H. H. Rogers 
several years preyu"sly, arranged 
a special sitting ;n the financier's 
cottage a; Jekyl Island, but had pro- 
ceeded with less than a dozen (jnes- 
tions when the witness was seized 
with laryngeal spasms and palsy. 
The committee was unable to con- 
tinue without fea. of causing his 
death. 


It was th«n that his physicians 


admitted he was suffering from a 
cancer of tie throat. 


The subpoena-servers' search for 


Mr. Rockefeller, which, it was esti- 
mated, cost the government many 
thousand- of dollars, was the most 
conspi u s feature in newspaper 
histor" 'of his latter life. Although 
the active head of the Standard Oil 
Company from its establishment in 
1865 to 1911 »nd one of the richest 
men in America, "his 
prominence 


was overshadowed by that or his 
elder brother John D. 


Y.—William 
They were both • born at' Richford, 


New York, on their father's.^arm; 
William, on May 31, IS-dl,-two years 
after the birth of-John. -In Cleve- 
land, 0., to which the family re- 
moved while the brothers were boys,. 
William began his mercantile career1 
in the produce commission.business, 
as did his .brother, and joined the 
latter soon after he became inter- 
ested in oil, about 1862, 
The es- 


tablishment, soon afterward, of a 
branch office in New York, led to- 
tho-removal of William Rockefeller 
to that city to take charge of it. 
Prom that ti-... until his retirement 
in 1911 he was he-"active head of 
the X-w York Company. 


In : "most every respect except his 


success as an oil m^Tiate, William 
Rockefeller diCi-.-ed from his. bro- 
ther. He was a club man; his'bro- 
ther belonged to r.one.' He.was in- 
terested but slightly in philanthro- 
pic work of any kind, or religious 
activity. 
Alongside the blocks of 


millions his brother gave away Wil- 
liam Rockefeller's largest gift was 
$100,000 to Wellesley College. He 
was an enthusiastic motorist, anc 
sow nothing in golf, of/which his 
brother was such a devotee. Hf 
did not enjoy the latter's rugged 
health. Although there was no 
known estrangement and they both 
had summer residences at Tarry- 
town, the brothers were seldom seen 
together. 
William Rockefeller departed fur- 


ther afield from the oil industry 
than did his brother. 
He wa» a 


large factor in the railway world, 
having succeeded Cornelius Vander- 
bilt as a director of the New York 
Central and having been officer or 
director of a score of other import- 
ant transportation lines, and as 
many more miscellaneous enterpris- 
es, including large interests in cop- 
per, insurance and public utilities. 


On May 25, 1864, he was married

This would discourage the pro- 


duction of questionable pictures, as 
the producing companies would not 
care to take the chance of losing 
heir, licenses or of having their 
productions barred from interstate 
commerce. The exhibitor would be 
placed on his guard -against com- 
nitting a misdearaeanor by exhibit- 


any. unlawful pcture and of. los- 


ing his local license to carry _ on 
Business. Suspension and possible 
revocation of licenses is a much 
more effective deterrent than the 
imposing of. a fine. 
There is evidently much to be 


said in favor of placing-the burden 
of proof squarely upon the motion 
picture producers, 'distributors and 
exhibitors for carrying on their 
business in such a way that it shall 
not be detrimental to ti.e public. 
When censorship' boards are estab- 
lished to pass upon each picture 
produced and to say whether or not 
it may be exhibited, the responsi- 
bility is at once shfted from tha 
motion picture industry to the of- 
ficial boards. 
The usual procedure bi govern- 


ment control is to define the condi- 
tions under which the special kind 
of business or public service may be 
carried on and to definitely state the 
standards that must be maintained 
in the quality-pT'the-commodity af- 
fered for public consumption. The 
person or firm proposing,to:.doj5usi- 
ness accepts these prescribed con- 
ditios and is granted a permit or 
license to operate' within the stated 
limits: TKis. p'laces. the responsibil- 
ity where it'belongs, squarely upon 
the individual or 'firm, conducting 
the business.
